TERSCHELLING—A new process 
for salving sand-burled treasure of 
the gold cargo of the British frigate 
Lutine which has baffled a century’s 
efforts, has just been put into opera­ 
tion here with every promise of suc­ 
cess. 
The Lutinew as wrecked on a sand­ 
bank near this island during a violent 
gale in the night of Oct. 9, 1799. Her 
crew of over 400 perished. Her cargo 
consisted of several million dollars 
worth of gold bars and specie. 
- Fifty feet of sand covers the wreck 
and repeated efforts have 
resulted 
only in the recovery of about half a 
million dollars and the ship’s bell, now 
at Lloyd's in London. At first divers 
were put to work, but later machinery 
was used to get at the wreck through 
the thick layer of sand by means of 
suction pumps. 
Now a new apparatus, invented by 
a Dutch engineering firm 
is 
being 
tried. It does away with the suction 
process tube is driven into the sand 
and steel grapplers at the bottom seize 
any objects beneath it. The machine 
can work-in any w eather that is not 
too rough for. the salvage vessel to he 
out. 
During three days that the new 
apparatus worked recently no gold 
bars were raised, but indicatons are 
certain, according to the inventors, 
that the xight spot haB been struck 
and hopes abe entertained th a t the 
rest of the Lutine’s precious cargo, 
estimated at between $5,000,000 and 
$10,000,000, soon will be wrested from 
Davy Jones* locker.

SINCE WE LIVE IN AN AITTOMOHILE 
AGE, LETS BE GOVERNED ACCORDINGLY 
Perhaps not in some counties that could be 
named, hut as a rule, good roads are bringing on 
greatly changed conditions. The city people live 
on the country roads more and more and the 
country people live along the city streets more 
and more. One serious problem—that of the in­ 
creasing number of deaths and serious accidents 
from automobiles—has risen in large part be­ 
cause of the improved condition of the public 
roads of the country. 
In an effort to find a way to prevent so many 
accidents and deaths from automobiles, the health 
authorities of Memphis have made investigations 
as to deaths from accidents in such large south­ 
ern cities as Birmingham, Atlanta, New OriMpl 
and Mempi-2 . * 
The report made by Memphis public health au­ 
thorities shows that in New Orleans the propor- 
tito of violent deaths to ordinary deaths was 
around 5.9 per cent, while in the Magic City the 
percentage is given at 11.2 per cent. The report 
shows that 62 per cent of all the violent deaths 
ihie.to autompJ)iles. In view 6f th * 7 ^ihat 
gi *-at majority of the automobile deaths were 
among children, the makers of the report are 
advising that better play grounds than the streets 
be provided for children. In this connection it is 
well for the people of the Twin Cities to remem­ 
ber that thejr have put their hands to the plow, 
so to speak, in the matter of providing play­ 
grounds for the children. The report of the ifest? 
phis health authorities recommends that the traf­ 
fic laws be rigidly enforced and carefully observed 
in an effort to prevent automobile accidents. 
Twin City people are pledged from the mayors 
down to the citizens generally to make the streets 
a safe place. There should be no let up in the 
efforts to keep the people within bounds as to 
care as to how they drive their cars. 
Also all 
who walk should be equally careful to keep out 
of the way of automobiles. No ride is a joy ride 
that leads to death or to serious accidents.

“Every thing indicates that our readjustment 
period is about completed” Mr. Wells said in his 
banquet address.

reduced and merchants are reported to be ow­ 
ing less money than at any time since the 
crash in 1920. 
Failures are growing fewer

“In the third place, money conditions are 
easier this fall than they have! ever before 
been in the history of the cointry. 
Mer­ 
chants should have no trouble m borrowing 
all the money they need to finance their busi­ 
ness. 
It Is true that buyers have acquired 
the habit of giving small orders, because they 
can get the goods when in need of them.

“This fall, however, the concern which car­ 
ries too short a stock of goods is going to 
miss an increased demand in nearly all staple 
lines.

“It is a well-known fact that the jobbers 
have the lowest stock of hosiery in years, and 
on account of curtailment of mills, the mills 
as a rule have no large stock of hosiery. 
In 
fact, some mills today are three weeks behind 
on delivery and Jthis 
is 
because for the 
past six months they have been running 
from two to three days a week, and in some 
cases have been shut down all together.”
